This action is responsive to the Terminal Disclaimer filed 03-23-2009, which has been 
entered. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 03-23-2009 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
patent number 7,147,382 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer 
has been recorded.

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to anticipate or render obvious the combination of a bearing component as set forth 
in claims 1 and 4, and most significantly requires having an austenite grain size number 
falling within a range exceeding 10, a fracture stress value of at least 2650 MPA and a 
hydrogen content of at most 0.5 ppm.
